Principals  Object 
To  Study  Change 
In  Utah’s  Schools 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — 

Principals  of  Utah  high  schools 
objected  Thursday  to  a proposed 
revision  of  courses  of  study  for 
the  prep  schools. 

A committee  working  under 
supervision  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  had  suggested 
more  high  school  emphasis  on 
the  basic  subjects  of  mathema- 
tics, science  and  English. 

The  recofhmendation  was  re- 
viewed at  a meeting  of  high 
school  administrative  officials, 
officials  of  the  state  department 
and  members  of  the  Utah  Board 
of  Education. 

The  high  school  leaders  said 
that  some  students  who  plan  to 
study  art  and  music  feel  they  do 
not  need  the  basic  subjects.  Oth- 
ers who  don’t  plan  to  attend  col- 
lege complain,  the  principals 
said,  at  having  to  take  subjects 
which  require  a great  deal  of 
study.

An  art  exhibit  featuring  the 
etchings,  lithographs,  and  mono- 
type prints  of  Max  Dickson 
Weaver  is  now  being  shown  in 
the  student  lounge  area  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  art 
department  in  the  Education 
Building  on  lower  campus,  ac- 
cording to  Professor  Warren  B. 
Wilson,  chairman  of  on-campus 
art  exhibits.  The  public  is  in- 
vited to  view  the  display. 

The  prints,  which  represent 
a new  direction  in  the  tech- 
niques of  print  making-  make 
use  of  a variety  of  , shapes,  tex- 
tures, and  colors  which  are  first 
inked,  then  laid  on  the  surface 
of  papers  and  passed  through  a 
press.  The  result  is  a series  of 
overlapping,  juxtaposed  or  sup- 
erimposed forms.

Student  Cooks  Given  Pointers 
For  Thrifty,  Nutritious  Meals

STUDENTS  WHO  do  their 
own  cooking  should  spend  food 
dollars  wisely. 

Compare  prices  with  nutritive 
value  and  buy  those  foods  which 
are  the  most  economical  sources 
of  needed  nutrients.  By  choosing 
inexpensive  cuts  of  meat  and  not 
buying  pre-cooked  or  prepared 
foods,  prices  can  be  reduced. 
Food  bills  can  also  be  cut  by 
omitting  large  amounts  of  pre- 
pared desserts,  dressings  and  re- 
lishes. 

SINCE  FRESH  whole  milk  is 
expensive,  skim  milk,  evapor- 
ated milk,  or  dried  milk  can  be 
used. 

Three  pounds  of  pork  loin 
chops  cost  $1  more  than  the 
same  amount  of  pork  shoulder 
chops,  although  the  flavor  and 
food  value  are  the  same.  The 
difference  is  in  the  money. 

When  buying  fruits  and  vege- 
tables also  watch  the  prices.  Two 
or  three  cents  a pound  can  be 
saved  on  most  purchases.  Al- 
though the  saving  seems  small 
it  will  soon  add  up.

Then  add  one  cup  cooked 
cool  rice,  and  one-half  cup  crush- 
ed pineapple.  Fold  in  one-half 
cup  whipped  cream  and  let  set 
until  firm.
